New York, October 17.—The hearing in 
the proceedings to secure the removal 
of J. F., W. T. and E. H. Gaynor and 
B. D. Greene to the jurisdiction of the 
United States court in Georgia, on a 
charge of-conspiracy to defraud the gov- 
ernment, was continued before United 
States Commissioner Shields today. 

The cross-examination of John . M. 
Barnes, United States marshal of the 
southern district of Georgia, was con- 
tinued by counsel for the defendants, 
who asked as to the possession by wit- 
ness of the jury box and the key from 
which the grand jury was drawn No- 
vember 22, 1899. The witness said as mar- 
shal he retained the key and the box 
was in charge of the clerk of the court 
where the jury was drawn. The object 
of the question was to show that the 
jury was illegally chosen. The witness 
in reply to a direct question said he had 
never given up the key of the jury box 
to the commissioner of jurors or the clerk 
of the court. 

The next witness, Lenon M. Erwin, dep- 
uty clerk of the United States district 
court at Macon, testified that he received 
the jury box from Savannah from which 
the grand jury was drawn.by express 
on or about November 20, 1899, a day 
or two before the grand jury which found 
the indictment was impaneled. Witness 
said there had been no examination of 
the contents of the box after it had been 
received by him. 

The district attorney offered in eyt- 
dence a certified copy of an order made

BAD PLACE FOR TRAIN WRECKS. 


Two Trains Have Run Off Track at 
Same Point. 

Carrollton, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)— 
The wrecking train of the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Southern railway, which has 
its southern terminus here, has just fin- 
ished cleaning up a wreck at Mande- 
ville station, six miles north of here, 
which occurred a few days ago. An ex- 
tra train was coming into Carrollton and 
on reaching Mandeville, just as it passed 
the end of the switch, several cars jump- 
ed the track, completely demolishing one 
and badly shattering others. Some of 
the train turned over and rolled out into 
the field adjacent.

NOTIFY COLONEL BRYAN 


Lincoln, Neb., October 17.—The follow- 
ing letter noiifying Wililam Jennings 
Bryan of his nomination by the national 
silver republican convention has been in 
his possession for some time, and his 
answer is expected this week. The letter 
closes as follows: 

“We hereby notify yon that at the 
gathering of Lincoln republicans in the 
silver republican convention, held on iust 
Independence day, in Kansas City, where 
13380 truly conscientious de'egutes were 
assembled, as is shown by the prayer 
spoken by its chaplain—of patriotic deie- 
gates, as is shown by the fact that the 
declaration of independence was there 
read and the voice of Old Liberty bell wag 
there heard in a poem, ‘The Bell,”’ then 
also read—of intelligent, conscientious, 
earnest and patriotic delegates, as is 
shown by the resolutions adopted: which 
prayer, declaration, poem and resolutions 
we inclose herewith, and m#ke a part of 
this letter, you were made their nominee.

Columbus Mass Meeting Unanimous- 
ly Adopt the Plan. 
Columbus, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)~ 
At an enthusiastic mass meeting of 
representatives a white primary for the 
city was unanimously decided upon. 
County elections have been determined by 
white primaries for vears and there has 
been a strong and growing sentiment in 
favor of white primaries in city affairs, 
which culminated in the meeting  to- 
night. Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted providing for a perpetuation of 
the white primary system and directing 
that the committee having the primary 
in charge pass stringent resolutions to 
prevent the buying and selling of votes. 
The chairman of the meeting was direct- 
ed to present a committee which will ar- 
range the first primary to be held just 
before the regular city election in) Decem- 
ber this year. The action of tonight's 
meeting is the most practical step toward 
ballot reform ever taken in Columbus, and 
as it is backed pv the best sentiment of 
the community, if probably means that 
white primaries will henceforth be a fix- 

ture here. 

Reference was made tonight to the fact 
that Atlanta had tried the white primary 
and had inade & success of it and one 
prominent citizen declared that if Atlanta 
had tested it and found it successfu! that 
it was all right.

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PRINCE HOHENLOHE RESIGNS 
AS GERMANY’S CHANCELLOR 


Berlin, October 17.—The Kolnische Zel- 
tung asserts that Prince Hohenlohe has 
tendered his resignation as imperial chan- 
cellor and that it has been accepted. Ac- 
cording to the same authority Emperor 
William has designated as the retiring 
chancellor’s successor Count von Buelow, 
minister of foreign affairs. 

Although rumors had been current for 
several days that Prince Hohenlohe in- 
tended to retire, little credence was given 
to any of them, since such reports had 
returned periodically for several years 
past. The fact is that neither the foreign 
office nor any other government depart- 
ment in Berlin knew until this evening 
of Prince Hohenlohe’s retirement, and 
Emperor William's approval of it. 

The-reasons which induced the prince to 
insist upon retiring were, in the main, 
his rapidly growing infirmities and his 
distinct approval of the emperor's per- 
sonal policy in China. To his intimates, 
Prince Hohenlohe, during the last three 


¢ 
months, has repeatedly expressed strong 
criticisms upon what he has called the 
Kaiser's ‘‘sentimental and impulsive inter- 
ference in the troubles of China.”’ 

Since Chinese matters assumed a threat- 
ening aspect in June, Prince Hohenlohe 
has virtually abandoned the duties and 
prerogatives with which the constitution 
clothes the chancellor, having vainly en- 
deavored to inculcate more sober and 
dispassionate views. regarding the China 
outrages, 

Nearly all summer Prince Hohenlohe 
Was away on his German, Russian and 
Austrian estates, leaving the emperor and 
Count von Buelow to conduct the policy 
of the empire to suft themselves. This 
figureheadism, of course, could not long 
endure. Moreover, in addition to increas- 
ing and prolonged fits Of somnolence, 
the prince has recently displayed exceed- 
ing physical weakness. The members of 
his family have all along been strongly 
urging him to retire from official life and 


to pass the remainder of his days in 


quietude. 

The, final parting with the emperor was 
cordial. At supper last evening at Ham- 
burg the emperor, after toasting the 
prince, thanked him warmly for the ser- 
vices he had rendered and kissed him on 
both cheeks. 

The Kolnische Zeitung asserts that 
Count von Buelow has also been appoint- 
ed Prussian minister, resident and for- 
eign minister. Nothing is known posi- 
tively about Prince Hohenlohe’s succeéss- 
or, although general credence is given 
to the assertion of The Kolnische Zei- 
tung resvecting Count von Buelow. The 
Berliner Tageblatt mentions Prince Eu- 
lenburg, German ambassador at Vienna; 
Prince Hohenlohe Landenburg, the 
stadtholder of Strasburg, and Duke 
Trechenberg as possible successors to the 
chancellorship. Count Hatfeldzt, German 
ambassador in London, is also named. It 
is suggested that if Count Buelow becomes 
chancellor, Prince Eulenburg might be 
assigned to the foreign office, 
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GOV. SAYERS IN NEW YORK. 


Tells the Relief Committee of Condi- 
tion of Galveston. 

New York, October 17.—In response to 
an invitation by Alex E. Orr, the chair- 
man of the Galveston relief committee of 
the chamber of commerce, about a dozen 
of the members of that committee met at 
the chamber of commerce this afternoon 
gnd received Governor Joseph D. Sayers, 
of Texas. After Chairman Orr had intro- 
duced him, Governor Sayers said in part: 

“Up to last Wednesday I had received 
a little more than $700,000, which has 
passed through my hands. Of this amount 
I have sent to Galveston $509,500 besides 
purchasing what supplies I could get. I 
think that in the course of three or four 
months the normal condition of the city 
will be practically restored.’’

Greensborg, N. C., October 17.—The 
cotton mil] trouble in Alamange county 
has reached an acute stage. Hundreds of 
men, women and children are idle, as the 
result of notices posted by the mil! own- 
ers some days ago notifying all operatives 
who would not withdraw from the Tex- 
tile Union to consider themselves dis- 
charged after the 15th. Very few, if any, 
of the operatives abandoned the union. 
As the mill men remained firm a number 
of mills in the country are either idle or 
running with greatly reduced forces. In- 
stead of crippling the union the order of 
the mill owners seems to have had the 
effect of strengthening it, numbers of new 
members having been received since the 
notices were posted.

Dr. Watts, of Cullman, Placed in Jail 
at Decatur, Ala. 

Decatur, Ala., October 17.—(Special.)—Dr 

J. C. Watts, a Cullman, Ala., dentist,

was placed in the county jail here today 
for safe keeping. Watts was brought in 
this afternoon by Sheriff York, of Cull- 
man, who had just returned from Tus- 
cumbia, where Watts had been captured 
after a long chase.

He Made Fourteen Speeches in the 
Buckeye State Wednesday. 
Cleveland ,October 17—This has been a 
day of triumph for Governor Roosevelt 
in Ohio. Tonight the city of Cleveland 
gave him a reception rivalling any simi- 
lar demonstration ever made here. There 
Was an immense parade.

In Newburg a boy, standing some dis- 
tance away, threw a rock at the gover- 
nor as the latter was leaving the tent 
in company with National Committeeman 
Herrick, of Ohio, and others.

BREAKS ALL THE RECORDS 


Fraternities Are in a Very Flourish- 
ing Condition. 


MANY OF THE NEW MEN JOIN SOCIETIES 


Drilling Began Last Monday—Uni- 
forms Have Not Arrived—Soci- 
eties To Have Debate.

Athens, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)—The 
boast made at the beginning of this year 
that the attendance of the university 
should be larger in the centennial than 
in any other year of its existence has been 
fulfilled. In 1897 the attendance reached 
the highest point, but in the whole year 
it did not exceed 312. This year 305 stu- 
dents have already registered and more 
come in every day. Judging from this 
at least fifty more young men should reg- 
ister after Christmas, and this will give 
a total of 350. The freshman class is the 
largest in the college and is a'so the larg- 
est in the existence of the 
They number ninety men, The sophomore 
class comes next” With seventy-two men. 
The majority of these are old men and 
there are not as many new men in this 
class as there has been in previous years. 
However, this is a gain rather than a 
loss, for it has been the desire of the 
faculty for all the students to enter the 
freshman class. The juniors have about 
fifty and the seniors about twenty-five. 
The law class, while it has hardly reach- 
ed what it was expected, has seventy- 
five men, an increase of about twenty 
over last year. 

The fraternities have been very active 
this year and have secured many of the 
best men in college.

This is a larger number than 1s usu- 
ally seen drilling at this time of the year 
and the prospects are that more thorough 
work will be done this year than before, 
for the rules are very much stricter this 
year than they were last. The military 
quarters have been moved to the new col- 
lege. The two eaptains this year are King 
and Tate. They are very competent men 
and should be successful in drilling the 
men. ‘The uniforms have not arrived yet 
and the cadets are practicing marching 
and simple tactics. This year all ab- 
sences from drill must be made up and 
this will have a good effect on attend- 
ance. 

The Uterary societies are going along 
smoothly. On Saturday a challenge was 
reeeived from Auburn asking for a joint 
debate. The Chi Kappa appointed a com- 
mittee to look into the matter and to 
meet a similar committee from the De- 
mosthenean. A report will be made at 
the next meeting of the societies. Opin- 
ion is divided as to the challenge, some 
thinking that the societies have enough 
on their hands at present and others 
thinking the challenge should be  ac- 
cepted.

He.urged that the only way to 
meet these problems well will be by edu- 
cating the people of the state. He said 
that the students are beneficiaries of the

A VERY ANCIENT BIBLE 
AND HISTORICAL PAINTINGS 


Rev. and Mrs. W. R. McConnell, of 
Chatham county, have recently returned 
from Tallulah Falls and are now visiting 
in Atlanta. Mrs. McConnell gives an !f- 
teresting account of her visit to the falls, 
describing a Bible over 300 years old and 
some fine old paintings which belong to 
one of the most historical and aristo- 
cratic families of the south. Speaking of 
her visit Mrs. McConnell says: 

‘*‘Weo were delightfully entertained by 
Miss Sara E. White at her lovely cottage, 
Novya (the nest) near the falls. 

“Miss White is the only living child of 
the late Colonel Edward B. White, of 
South Carolina, who was appointed a 
cadet to West Point by John C. Calhoun 
and graduated in the class of 1826 as sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Third artillery. Dur- 
ing the Black Hawk war of 1832 Lieuten- 
ant White served on the’ staff of General 
Eustis. He married Miss Adams, of Bos- 
ton. a member of the famous Adams 
family. In 1836 he resigned from the 
army and as an architect and civil engin- 
eer located in Charleston, 8S. C. 

“He was the engineer and constructor 
of Fort Pulaski, the bridge across the 
Potomac river at Georgetown, D. C., and 
the Charleston and Wilmington railroad. 
He designed and erected the custom 
house at Charleston, S. C.; the Washing- 
ton monument at Eutaw, Trinity church 
in Columbia. new St. Philip’s church in 
Charleston and other public works. 

“At the breaking out of the war be- 
tween the states he raised and organized 
the Palmetto regiment of Light artillery, 
which he commanded during the war. He 
died in New York city May 10, 1882. 

“At Novya I saw some large and heau- 
tiful photographs of paintings by Miss 
White’s grandfather, John Blake White, 
who was a pupil of the great artist, Ben- 
jamin West. 

‘These paintings were presented to the 
Tnited States by Dr, Octavius White and 
they now hang in the senate chamber of 
the capitol. One, the famous ‘Camp of 
Marion,’ represents General Marion in- 
vitinge a Brit'sh officer to share his meal 
of sweet potatoes roasted in the ashes 
of his camp fire. 

“Another, ‘The Rescue,’ depicts the 
scene where Sergeants Jasper and New- 
ton rescue a number of American prison- 
ers who were being conducted by in 
British guard to the prison camp at Sa- 
vannah. 

“The third represents the patriotic act 
of Mrs. Rebecca Matt, of South Carolina, 
in presenting to General Marion and 
Light Horse Harry Lee fire with which to 
destroy her own mansion, held by the 
British and used as a fort. 

‘‘Miss White is the possessor of a verv 
raré book, and for the benefit of lovers of 
the unique in literature I will describe it. 
It is a copy of the famous ‘Breeches 
Bible’ in the edition of 1601. The book is 
in a perfect state of preservation—not a 
leaf is mutilated or missing and the print 
is clear and legible. The volume has two 
title pages, the first or general title run- 
ning thus: “The Bible, that is the Holy 
Scriptures contained in the Old and New 
Testament, translated according to the 
Ebrow and Greeke and conferred with 
the best translations in divers languages. 
With most profitable annotations upon all 
hard places and other things of great im- 
portance. 

‘Imprinted at London by the deputies 
of Robert Barker. printer to the queen's 
most excellent majestie, anna 1601.’ 

“The title page is curiously engraved on 
wood, the title being surrounded by thirty 
compartments containing portraits of the 
apostles and the insignia of the leaders 
of the tribes of Israel. The title page to 
the New Testament is similar in design, 
the same back having been used; the text 
of the title only having been changer. 

“The New Testament has copious mar- 
ginal references, the manner of use of 
which is explained in a page most curi- 
ously worded and addressed: 

“ ‘The printer to the diligent reader.’ 

‘‘After a careful description of arrange- 
ment the ‘printer’ thus concludes” 

‘“*This have I faithfully done for thy 
commodity, reape thou the fruit and give 
the nrayse to God. Farewell.’ 

“Throughout the book are curious wood 
illustrations of Biblical history. 

‘This edition derives its curious name, 
‘Breeches Bible,’ from the rendering of 
the seventeenth verse of the third chap 
ter of Genesis, ‘Then the eyes of both 
were opened and they knew that they 
were naked, and they sewed fig tree 
leaves together and made themselves 
breeches.’ 

“PMollowing the Bible under the same 
cover are two other works. The first is 
‘A Brief Concordance or Table to the 
Bible of the Iast Translation Securing 
for the More Pasy Finding Out of the 
Most Useful Places Therein Contained.’ 
‘Carefully -Perused and Enlarged by Mr. 
John Downame. B in Divinity.’ 

‘mn the title pages it is also stated: 
‘Allowed by his majesty’s special privi- 
lege to be printed and bound with the 
Bible in all volumes. London: Printed by 
William Du Gard for Nicholas Brown. 
and are to be sold by Fdward Dod and 
Nathaniel Elkins at the Gun, In Iric lane, 
1652.’ 

“The other book referred to is. “The 
hook of Psalms. collected in to English 
meter by Thomas Stern. John Hopkins 
and others: conferred with the Hebrew, 
with apt notes to sing them with all. Set 
forth and allowed to be sung in atl 
churches of the people together; before 
and after morning and evening prayer. 
and also before ard after sermon, and 
moreover In private houses, for their god- 
ly solace and comfort, laving apart all 
unzgoldly songs and ballads which tend 
oniv to the nourishment of vice and cor- 
rupting of youth.’ 

“The two books referred to above are 
of later date than the Bible, and as books 
were scarce and expensive in those days, 
they must have been, added by the book- 
binder to = ogee previously printed. 

“The Bible contains a full record of 
Miss White’s family. The first legible 
entry is the baptism of Richard Blake, 
son of Traswinn Blake, June 2. 1621. 

“T wos served with cream from a quaint 
little silver pitcher which had belonged 
to the said Richard, whose name was 


was brought to 


was carried to South Carolina by Mary 
Blake. daughter of John, in 1720. It pass- 
ed to her grandson, Blake Seay White, In 
1176. It was buried by him during the 
revolutionary war at his plantation on 
Cooper river. 

“It became the property of his son, 
John Blake White, the artist, in 1801. 

“From him it passed to his son, Colo- 
nel Edward B. White, and it is now held 
as a precious heirloom by the daughter 
of the latter, Miss Sara E. White, of 
Tallulah Falls.”’

The very existence of it | 
should spur the people out of the leth- 
arey into which they have fallen. and | 
resolve them to mend their condition, 
What is that condition in Georgia to- 
day? Out of 660,000 children of school 
age only 450,000 are enrolled. In the | 
states of the north and west $23.65 per 
annum is expended upon each pupil. | 
In the southern group it falls to $8.25. 
If figures ever meant anything at all 
here they are in all of their ugly sug- 
gestiveness. In discussing this sad state 
of affairs recently, Professor M. L. 
Brittain, of Atlanta. said: 


Twenty per cent of our population are 


flliterates, the majority, of course, being | 


-negroes, but out of every 100 white men, 
in our state, with all its wealth and prog- 
ress, a very large number can neither 
read nor write. I have had only one ob- 
ject in view in pr2senting these unpleas- 
ant features, and that is to show that 
(Jeorgia and the south are not regarded 
as extravagant, to say the least of it, in 
educational expenditures. While 
state has suffered much from war, is per- 
plexed by the problem of negro education, 
and while the south nas more children to 
educate in proportion to population than 
any other part of the union, admitting 
all this, she has never given enough time. 
money, or attention to the subject of 
education. This, I think, is almost uni- 
versally accepted as true in spite of the 
fact that where she is most prosperous, 
where property values have doubled and 
tripled there you Will always find her best 
schools and her educational work in the 
highest state of efficiency, 
counties of Bibb, Chatham and Richmond. 
Among the city systems, many of which 
rank high, it is largely to the excellence 
of her schools that the capital city owes 
her present power and prosperity. 

The true cause of much of the illiteracy 
existing among the white people of the 
state lies in the indifference of the par- 
ents—a disposition to let the child oe- 
casionally take advantage of the pittance 
dealt out by the state, but not to feel 
any more responsibility about the mat- 
ter. And yet the obligation is one of the 
most sacred. It is a duty due the child. 
family, church, state and world. This 
matter is almost entirely in the hands 
of the parents; if the child does not re- 
ceive educational training before the age 
of eighteen in the great majority of in- 
etances he will go through life without 
it. At this period he is too young to 
reason for himself and too helpless to 
carry out his plans if he were able te 
form them. God help the child then who 
has the misfortune to have parents indif- 
ferent about his training and education. 
All through the land will be found boys 
and girls kept at home year after year 
with the excuse sometimes that their 
labor is required for the support of the 
family, and at others that they have not 
clothes decent enough to wear to school.

The uses of Spanish moss have been 
| Widened by a remarkable discovery—

| tervening foreign influences to cut off 


his profits. 

The recent discussion of suear-mak- 
ing, in which Professor Stockbridge, 
of the Florida experimental station, has 
led, makes plain the fact that the su- 
garcane is the coming rival of the 
‘cotton plant over the entire area of 
the cotton belt. Professor Stockbridge 
declares that “the crop of sugar and 
Sugarcane meets one of the needs of 
the southern farmer. One important 
need of the southern farmer. and of 


crop besides cotton, which can be 
grown, not by an exceptional man. but 
| by the average farmer of Georgia, and 
which, when grown, meets a ready 


diate cash return for his money.” Such 
a statement. if true, is of the first im- 
portance, and Professor Stockbridge 
proceeds to make good what he savs in 


& manner so plain as to command at- | 


tention.

we do not furnish the material; we 
have to import two and one-half mil-
